All of which is a new and worth- 


while attack on the oldest of all 
prison problems: 
How to make 


prison helpful to people, rather than 
turning out case-heardcned inmates 
who, 
bitter and disillusioned, re- 


turn to civil life in a frame of mind 
calculated to bring about their re- 
arrest in a short lime. 


The object of civilized govern- 


ment is two-fold: Not merely—as 
barbaric prison systems supposed— 
to 
inflict 
punishment 
on 
law- 


violators; but also to point out by 
example and training that earning 
one's living by a lawful and useful 
business gives a man more happi- 
ness, and security and prosperity in 
the long run than a life of 
theft 


and violence. 


The problems of prison manage- 


ment may be calculated to make 
the managers as well as the in- 
mates, cynics—yet a prison is no 
kind of place to trust to the man- 
agement of a cynic, if we value our 
civilization. 


We must have law-enforcement, 


and all the stern discipline which 
this implies .including the necessity 
of locking up some people in prison, 
i -vvBittt.common sense tells you lhal 
while some are in prison because 
they are truly incorrigible the ma- 
jority arc there only because of a 
momentary weakness, or perhaps 
because no person or institution in 
this civilization of ours has taken 
the time to help put them on the 
right way of life. 


That a great many prisoners arc

Allied Headquarters in Australia, 


Jan. 9 
(/!') — A badly battered 


Japanese convoy — three of 
its 


transports at the bottom of the Pa- 
cific and a fourth damaged — was 
pursued into the harbor of L a e , 
New Guinea,' and- there, a l o n g 
with the landing area and other en- 
emy Tjeach installations, was giv- 
en a merciless pounding yesterday 
by almost every type of plane at 
the call of the Southwest Pacific 
air force command, an Allied com- 
munique reported today. 


The Japanese, trying to reinforce 


their r e m a i n i n g New Guinea 
strongholds by carrying the troops 
from New Britain to Lae, succeed- 
ed at best in landing only "frag- 
mentary" troop elements, 
t h e 


communique indicated. 


In addition to the three 
trans- 


ports reported definitely lost since 
the convoy was 
sighted and at- 


tacked Jan. C, 20 more Japanese 
escort planes were reported 
de- 


stroyed, ' bringing to 38 the enemy 
aricraft shot down in the action. 


While the aerial hammering at 


Lae continued and Amercian and 
Australian troops closed in on the 
only remaining pocket of Japanese 
resistance in the Buna region at 
Sanananda, General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur returned to Australia from 
the New Guinea battle front with 
high praise for the Australian and 
American forces under his 
com- 


mand. 


He awarded Distinguished Serv- 


ice Crosses to 12 American 
and 


Australian officers "for extraordin- 
ary courage) marked efficiency and 
precise execution of operation dur- 
ing the Papuan campaign" a n d 
said in an order of the day that 
the 
"victory . r which 
has

achieved would Have been impos-

HEAD OF FAMILY EXEMPTION 


A single person, or a married per- 


son not living with husband or wife, 
is entitled to a personal exemption 
of $1,200 for the year if he 
can 


qualify as head of a family. A head 
of family is "an individual who 
actually supports and maintains is 
one household one or more individ- 
uals who are closely connected with 
him by blood relationship, relation- 
ship by marriage or by adoption, 
and whose right to exercise family 
control and provide for these de- 
pendent individuals is based upon 
some moral or legal obligation." 


Examples of 
head 
of family 


status would be a widower or widow 
who maintained a home for a de- 
pendent child, or a son who sup- 
ported and maintained a 
house- 


hold for a dependent 
father or 


mother. In order to meet the test 
of actual support and maintenance 
as head of a family, the benefactor 
must furnish more than one-half of 
the support and maintenance.

nephews, and nieces. Irrespective 
of any legal obligation of the tax- 
payer to support such dependent 
relatives, a moral obligation to do 
so exists, and if the individual is 
actually supporting and maintain 
ing in one household relatives oJ 
this degree he is entitled to head 
of family exemption. 


A taxpayer is considered to be 


'closely connected by 
marriage" 


with his step-sister and step-broth- 
ers, but whether his right to^c 
cise family control and provide for 
these individuals is 
based 
upon 


some moral or 
legal 
obligation 


must be decid'ed upon the facts in 
the particular case.

considerations apply to the status oJ 
a taxpayer because of support fur- 
nished to his father-in-law, mother- 
•in-law, brother-in-law, and sister 
in-law. First cousins by blood, anc 
cousins of lesser degree, are no 
regarded as so "closely connectec 
by blood relationship" as to give

A legal guardian who may main- 


tain and support in his home a de- 
pendent ward is not entitled to the 
personal exemption as head of 
family if the waard was not con- 
nected with him by relationship o. 
blood, marriage, or adoption; nor 
is a taxpayer entitled to exemption 
as head of a family by virtue oJ 
maintenance and support of a chile 
not legally adopted.
